HISTORICAL SOCIETY ELECTS 


Mrs. E. J. Prescott, of North Andover, Speaks on “The 
Women of Old New England” — Colonial Ball to 


Be Held on Washington’s Birthday 


“Women of Old New England and Their 
Ways” was the subject of the talk given by 
Mrs. E. J. Prescott of North Andover, at the 
annual meeting of the Andover Historical 
society held Monday evening in the vestry 
of the South church.

She told of the daily work 
necessary for the wellbeing of her family, the 
spinning and weaving and the preparation of 
the simple food, of the books she read, of her 
garden, and her recreations. These same 
New England housewifes are the ones, said 
Mrs. Prescott, who kept the hearthfires bright 
and by their industry laid the foundations for 
our present prosperity. 

At the business meeting, presided over by 
Dr. Charles E. Abbott, the report of the 
secretary was given by Mrs. J. Edgar 
Folk, and in the absence of Miss Helen 
Eaton, the report of the custodian also.

here in America. To these great cathedrals 
both princes and people have poured out 
from their wealth, so as to have a part in 
the building of them. 

Then Mr. Bartlett compared the building 
of our lives to these great cathedrals. He 
said that everyone should hire a great 
architect, as a cheap one is very costly in 
the end. The example of Jesus Christ must 
be taken for a pattern, as he has in Him 
every variety of loveliiéed, and knows the 
way to build character from corner stone to 
spire. 

There are people, he said, who delight to 
look on and criticize the material buiding 
and just so are there people who like to look 
on and criticize a spiritual one. Jesus Christ 
is not only the architect but the owner of 
the cathedral of lives, and it grieves Him 
to see Recess working so slowly 1n upright- 
ness. There are many things to hinder the 
building up of character; there are dishonest 
contractors, there are those who wilfully 
carry out their own ideas in dehance of the 
Master’s plans, there are those who from 
sheer laziness will not work, and there are 
those who from over-sensitiveness give up. 
Mr. Bartlett said that if one’s «cms-ience 
were as senstitive as one’s pocketuuox, the 
millennium would come tomorrow. 


Just as the skyscra of New York have 
foundations hundreds of feet into the eartn, 
so the height of our achievement depends 
on the depth of our faith in Jesus. As one 
would not desecrate a beautiful building with 
mud and filth, so one should not desecrate 
the cathedral of his life with careless living 
and defiling speech. Other foundation hath 
no man than Jesus Christ.

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Study Groups to Be Forméd by League 
Members 


“Child Welfare,” “Social Hygiene” and 
“The Primaries” are the subjects which will 
be considered by study groups from the 
Andover League of Women Voters. These 
groups will meet in private houses fortnightly, 
and carry on their studies quite independ- 
ently of the general meetings of the League, 
although arrangements may be made to 
share the fruits of their study at an open 
meeting. 

These plans ofr the winter’s work were 
outlined on Monday afternoon at a meeting 
held at the home of Miss Amelia Shapleigh on 
Hidden road and attended by about twenty- 
five persons. The speaker of the afternoon 
was Miss Mildred Gutterson, field secretary 
of the Massachusetts league, an enthusiastic 
exponent of the purposes and accomplish- 
ments of that organization. 

Miss Gutterson believes that the League 
is a necessary and unique force in the future 
of American democracy. By means of its 
schools of politics, candidates meetings and 
publications, it has been a leader in dis- 
seminating information and raising the 
irate intelligence of the electorate. Be- 
sides being an impartial educational force, 
the League has a unique and intangible 
influence on the public mind, a point which 
Miss Gutterson illustrated by several inci- 
dents which had come to her personal notice. 

She commended the plans for study, made 
by the local league, saying that there was at 
the present time a tendency toward too 
much passive education and passive réecrea- 
tion, and that the working out of problems 
in study groups would be a great help in the 

resent very complicated duty of voting 
intelligently.

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RED CROSS FINANCES 


SHOW WIDE SERVICES 


Past Year Cost $10,321,679.80; 
Duty to Ex-Service Men 
Paramount. 


— 


Washington.—The national and i{n- 
ternational services of the American 
Red Cross are portrayed graphically 
in a statement of the Red Cross 
finances for the past fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1925. Expenditures by the 
Red Cross (including both the Na- 
tlonal Organization and the Chapters) 
during this period aggregated $10,- 
$21,679.80. 

The obligation of the American Red 
Cross to the ex-service and service 
men {s represented in this sum by & 
total expenditure of $4,225,292.61. In 
the interests of disabled veterans, the 
Red Cross expended $3,577,916.42, of 
which $1,677,916.42 came from the Na- 
tional Organization, and $1,900,000 
from the more than 3,000 Chapters 
and local branches of the society. 
Red Cross services to the men of the 
Regular Army and Navy the past year 
called for $647,376.19, of which the 
National Organization furnished $310,- 
$76.19, and the Chapters, $337,000. 

Sharing in importance with this re 
sponsibility was the Red Cross work 
of disaster relief during the year. In 
these operations there was absorbed 
a total of $1,922.782.90 up to June 30, 
this year. This represented $1,622,- 
782.90 of National Organization funds 
and $300,000 from the Chapters. Re- 
lief in foreign disasters amounted to 
$285,579.35. This sum was appropri- 
ated altogether by the National Or 
ganization. 

Insular and foreign operations of the 
American Red Cross during the year 
included relief in foreign disasters, 
the League of Red Cross Societies, 
Junion Red Cross Foreign Projects, 
assistance to insular Chapters and 
similar functions. Besides its disas- 
ter relief, the National Organization 
financed these other branches of for- 
eign work also, including $110,238.72 
for assistance to insular chapters, 
$177,450 for the League of Red Cross 
Societies, $84,384.43 for Junior proj- 
ects abroad, and $80,057.62 for other 
insular and foreign operations. 

In addition to its paramount duty to 
assist veterans and other service men 
and their families, and its disaster 
relief, the Red Cross expended at 
home through its national and chapter 
funds, a total of $1.029,616.05 for its 
Public Health Nursing Service; $154,- 
135 09 for nutrition instruction; $314, 
422.76 for First Aid and Life Saving; 
$445,707.34 for Junior Red Cross; 
$132,759.88 for instruction in Home 
Hygiene and Care of the Sick; and 
carried on similarly important home 
duties. Included in the latter were 
such valuable services as the Enrolled 
Nurses’ Reserve, for which the Na- 
tional Organization expended $45,- 
662.61; while other national opera- 
tions at home amounted to $302,957.64. 
The chapters, in addition to the large 
part they played in all Red Cross 
activity, spent $678,000 of their own 
funds on general chapter services. 

The broad humanity of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross can never be measured 
by the money it costs, but even in 
bare terms of dollars and cents, the 
scope of its work {fs indicated. A 
study of these facts also shows the 
necessity for the largest possible en- 
rollment, since Red Cross service is 
maintained almost entirely by its 
membership. The annual invitation 
to participate in this work through 
membership in the American Red 
Cross, is extended from Armistice 
Day, November 11, to Thanksgiving, 
November 26.

As Accidents Gain 


The rapidly mounting toll from 
traffic accidents has brought home to 
the public the necessity of being pre- 
pared to render prompt assistance 
while awaiting the doctor. During the 
past year 356 chapters of the Ameri 
can Red Cross were instructing 
classes in First Ald, and in the same 
period certificates were issued to 
20,601 persons qualified by Red Cross 
experts. 

Many cities throughout the United 
States are showing interest in secur- 
ing first aid instruction for their po 
lice and fire department personnel, 
and through the work of local chap- 
ters, practical results have been ob- 
tained in such cities as Washington, 
D C.; Toledo, O.; Boston, Mass.; 
South Bend and Indianapolis, I[nd.; 
Port Arthur, Texas, and other commu: 
nities. In co-operation with the State 
authorities, intensive training in first 
aid and rescue methods has been 
given to State police and constabulary 


members at four State training 
schools, 
Instruction in these subjects in 


public and private schools, colleges 
and universities has increased during 
the year. Attention has been given to 
training teachers at institutes and 
summer schools, 

The Red Cross first aid railroad car 
has been in continuous operation 
throughout the year. It covered 
10,340 miles, visiting 137 cities, where 
1,200 meetings were conducted by the 
surgeons, with a total of 146,827 
people. 

Industries particularly have availed 
themselves of the instruction afforded 
by the Red Cross. The Western Elec- 
tric Company, for example, reports a 
reduction of the accident rate per 
1,000 employees.

For an individual who re.ches fourscore 
ye'rs and ten, every succeeding birthday 
becomes notable. ‘This fact is not so evident 
in the age of an institution. unless there be a 
personal significance, as it were, to that 
institution. A particular church in a small 
community is more or less a very personal 
affair, When such a_ non-‘Orthodox” 
church in New England reaches the age of 
ninety years it is getting-a peculiar touch of 
historic interest. 

There has come the 90th birthday year in 
the life of Christ church. On August 6th, 
1835, the ‘Episcopal Society in Andover” 
was organized. Some facts of interest are 
briefly stated in the historical address of 
the Rev. Leverett Bradley, rector of Christ 
church at the fiftieth anniversary, being 
quoted from the Diary of Rev. Dr. Aaron 
Green, a Congregational clergyman, and a 
former resident of Andover.

The Andover backs were practically help- 
less before the heavy Yale line. Both sets 
of linemen who were used during the en- 
counter threw back the Andover backfielders 
and but little ground could be negotiated by 
the Blue. 

Rideout, with his hand in a plaster-cast, 
started at left end for the Blue but at the 
close of the first period the game Andover 
wingman was again injured. In the face of 
such great odds Andover did well to hold 
the college scrubs to such a low score. 
Richardson was the outstanding defensive 
figure in the Andover lineup. Backing up 
his line he gave a remarkable exhibition, 
smashing up play after play from tackle to 
tackle, and driving in on swing end runs in 
a number of instances before they started, 
while Crandall, the Blue’s 130-pound back, 
also gave a skilled all-around exhibition of 
lay. 
Gill, Andover end, and Manning, former 
Choate school star, also flashed for the Blue.
